As a Texan who had fol- 
Jowed the range all his life, | fele that 
there was not a broncho on top of the 
ground that could throw me and nothing 
on four legs that Teouldn’t rope and tie, 
In the summer of I871 1 was on the Lit- 
tle Arkansas river about five miles south 
of Wichita, Kan. T hada splendid horse, 
trained for the range and almost as in- 
telligent a8 a man, One afternoon 1 
came suddenly upon five big buffalo bulls 
that had wandered awny from the main 
herd. T pulled my pistol, killed one of 
them and, not baving time to reload, de 
cided to rope one. Shortly afterward 1 
feund myself with a big job on my hands, 

“At the first throw my rope dropped 
around the old bull's horns. Now, when 
a buffalo makes up his mind to go any- 
where in a rush he travels in a straight 
line. You may be able to turn him a 
little, but in the main he will keep his 
course, That was what this bull did. 
He headed toward the Little Arkansas, 
with the evident intention of erossing it. 
My horse, always fearless when handling 
eatth, was timid when in close quarters 
with a buffalo, and Twas unable to cheek 
the bull, who soon bad me going south at 
a lively clip. T was becoming of the opin- 
ion that the only war out of my trouble 
Was to cut my rope and let the bull carry 
it off. 

“The Tittle Arkansas harrow in 
places, while at no great distance away 
will be found pools four and five feet 
deep and from 25 to 40 feet wide, The 
bull rushed headlong into one of these 
pools, The opposite bank was perpendic- 
tlar and about a foot and a half above 
the water. Taking in the situation quick- 
ly, To saw that TP oeould run out my rope 
far enough to enable my horse to cross at 
& narrow, shallow place. He jumped 
across, in fact, ahead of the bull, whieh 
had to wade. My horse had to keep go- 
ing and jerked the rope tant just as the 
bull started to climb up the bank. The 
jerk pulled the bull's nose into the water 
and his shaggy head against the perpen: 
dieular bank. Te made a great uproar, 
but my horse held him there as in a vise, 
Strange ns it may seem, I sueceeded in 
keeping that budl’s nose under water 
until he drowned. T always regarded this 
as my most brilliant feat of roping.”—Ok- 
lahoma Cor. in Kansas City Star.
